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HCC, WSU partner on 
Latinx Studies transfer 
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Hampden Sheriff's Dept. unit re-arrests suspects

REGION — Two _ people 
were arrested in Ludlow last 
week as part of a special effort 
by the Hampden County Sher- 
iff’s Department. 

Earlier this month, a Brim- 
field man who was charged 
with multiple counts after al- 
legedly wielding a sword at 
passersby and police was. ar- 
rested again, just a few weeks 
after being released from cus- 
tody. 

The man accused of wield- 
ing the sword, Michael Jablons- 
ki of Brimfield, was not among 
the more than one dozen people 
recently arrested by the Hamp- 
den County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment’s Apprehension Team, but 
it’s another example of what 
Sheriff Nick Cocchi considers 
to be a dangerous pattern by 
the state. Cocchi said last Fri- 
day that the public is less safe 
because people released from 
custody while awaiting adju- 
dication after being accused of 
violent crimes are back in local 
communities. 

Thousands of suspects in 
violent crimes were released

conditionally to lower jail pop- 
ulations during the COVID-19 
pandemic. Cocchi’s unit arrest- 
ed 13 of them in recent weeks 
and plans to bring in more 
based on alleged violations of 


their release conditions and/or 
accusations of committing oth- 
er crimes since leaving custody. 

In Jablonski’s case, he was 
arrested by Brimfield police 
because of “failure to comply 


with the terms of his release,’ 

Patrolman Ryan Olszta said. 
Last Friday, Cocchi  an- 

nounced the 13 arrests, in-

COVID impacted senior 
tax break program

LUDLOW -—- The COVID-19 
pandemic had a lot of collateral 
damage this year. 

The senior citizen work-off 
abatement program for Ludlow 
residents age 62 and older was 
among the programs to take a 
hit. In response, the town’s Se- 
lect Board decided to extend it 
another year, to Nov. 30, 2021, 
in the hope that more seniors 
will be able to participate next 
year. 


This program allows seniors 
who work in various depart- 
ments in the town — such as at 
the library, in public schools, the 
senior center, at polling places, 
and other public jobs — in ex- 
change for a reduction of up to 
$500 in their property tax bills. 
To be eligible for the tax break, 
participants must earn the fed- 
eral minimum wage and work 
enough hours to make at least 
$500 during the year.

cluding charges against suspects 
accused of committing new crimes 
in local communities. Two of them 
were in Ludlow. Charges include 
assault and battery on a household 
member, assault and battery on a 
pregnant victim, distribution of co- 
caine, subsequent offense and as- 
sault and battery on a child with 
injury, according to the sheriff’s de- 
partment. 

The Ludlow Police Department 
was not involved in those arrests. 

One of the 13 suspects, Cocchi 
said last week, allegedly cut off his 
GPS monitoring device and was lat- 
er arrested on charges of carjacking 
and armed robbery. 

“What we have here are repeat 
offenders leaving more victims in 
the community after having been 
released early over COVID-19 con- 
cerns,” he said. 

“This is a very dangerous situ- 
ation for the public. I have ordered 
my apprehension team along with 
our law enforcement task force part- 
ners to locate and arrest these indi- 
viduals to bring them to justice.”

More than 400 men and wom- 
en in the county jail in Ludlow 
were released last spring following 
a Massachusetts Supreme Court 
ruling. More than 2,000 others re- 
ceived conditional release across the 
commonwealth. 

In a news release following a 
lawsuit filed to compel mass releas- 
es from jails across Massachusetts, 
Cocchi vigorously opposed the rul- 
ing. 
Steve O’Neil, public informa- 
tion officer for the Sheriff’s De- 
partment, said, “of the 412 [re- 
leased] from Hampden County, 106 
have been picked up on addition- 
al charges,’ including three who 
O’Neil said violated probation. An- 
other 17 from that group have out- 
standing warrants pending, O’ Neil 
said. 

Like Cocchi, O’ Neil said letting 
the suspects out of jail before their 
charges were adjudicated because 
of COVID concerns was overly 
cautious and put the public at risk. 

“It was unwarranted,’ O’Neil 
said. “We had strict conditions in 
place to prevent COVID infections 
from spreading. There was no rea-

son for the wholesale release.” 

Cocchi contends law enforce- 
ment wasn’t given adequate time 
to plan for the mass release. The 
statement put out by the depart- 
ment last Friday mentioned the 
“continuing difficulty in establish- 
ing bridges to community-based 
services for substance use disorder 
and the level of seriousness of the 
crimes some of the people being 
released are accused of commit- 
ting.” 

The alleged crimes Cocchi re- 
ferred to include charges of “Ag- 
gravated Rape of a Child, Paying 
for Sex with a Child Under 14, 
Failure to Register as a Sex Of- 
fender, Assault with Intent to Mur- 
der, Assault & Battery on a Fami- 
ly/Household Member, Assault & 
Battery on a Child with Injury, and 
Assault & Battery on a Police Offi- 
cer’ among others. 

“The safety of the public is my 
top concern,” he said in the state- 
ment. 

“T pledge to do everything in 
my power to ensure we are not al- 
lowing offenders to re-offend in 
our communities.”

Hold lawmakers 
accountable on 
illegal immigration

Massachusetts state legislators could 
pass two bills rewarding and encouraging 
illegal immigration during the post-elec- 
tion “lame duck” session. 

One bill (H.3012/S.2641) would allow 
illegal immigrants to obtain drivers’ li- 
censes. The other (H.3573/S.1401) would 
restrict cooperation between state and lo- 
cal law enforcement and Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement (ICE) in finding 
and removing criminal illegal aliens; it is 
called the “safe communities bill” by its 
backers but is more accurately described 
as the “sanctuary state bill.” 

Governor Baker opposes both bills. 

Legislators introduced earlier versions 
of these bills periodically over the past 
decade, but until the present session, none 
were ever reported favorably out of com- 
mittees. Even though Democrats outnum- 
ber Republicans by wide margins in both 
chambers, most Democratic legislators 
realized these bills have little grassroots 
support — which is why House leadership 
historically would not allow these bills to 
come to the floor for a vote. 

Unfortunately, legislative accountabili- 
ty is minimal in Massachusetts. Most leg- 
islators do not face contested elections. 
The sanctuary bill has 21 sponsors in the 
40-member Senate, 19 of whom ran un- 
opposed in the 2020 election. The driver’s 
licenses bill has 17 sponsors, 15 of whom 
were unopposed. 

In the recent election, only eight sena- 
tors of 40 faced any opponent. Without the 
temperance that comes with competition, 
there is a risk that these legislators could 
side with special interests and simply dis- 
regard the will of large numbers of voters. 

In the House (160 members), the situa- 
tion is similar. The sanctuary bill has only 
26 co-sponsors, 21 of who ran unopposed. 
Of the driver’s licenses bill’s 66 sponsors, 
56 were unopposed. And in total, 108 of 
the 160 members of the House ran un- 
opposed in the general election. A list of 
sponsors of these bills is available on the 
website of my organization, the Massa- 
chusetts Coalition for Immigration Re- 
form and on our Facebook page. 

Typically, legislators conclude business 
by July. However, due to COVID, the ses- 
sion has been extended indefinitely and 
will almost certainly continue until a new 
legislature is seated in January 2021. 

In this chaotic environment, propo- 
nents of these pro-illegal immigration bills 
may seize the opportunity to push waver- 
ing colleagues into voting for measures 
that would not receive serious consider- 
ation in normal times. 

Fortunately, it’s not too late for voters 
who oppose these bills to make their voic- 
es heard. Massachusetts citizens can email 
or call the bills’ sponsors and politely note 
their disagreement. Similarly, they can 
contact legislators who are undecided and 
encourage them to fight hard against those 
measures in the lame duck session. 

Democracy only truly works when 
legislators listen to their constituents — so 
it’s up to Massachusetts citizens to re- 
mind legislators whose interests they are 
pledged to serve.

Because of the pandemic, most 
seniors in the program were not 
able to work the required hours. 
Seniors have been identified as 
the most vulnerable class when it 
comes to contracting coronavirus, 
the virus that causes the illnesses 
associated with COVID-19. 

Like elsewhere across the com- 
monwealth, cases of the virus in 
Ludlow have been climbing in re- 
cent weeks. As of Nov. 12 — the 
last weekly tally available at press 
time — there were 265 case in town. 
Nearly 64% of the population has 
been tested. 

Board of Selectmen member 
Derek DeBarge said because the 
town’s senior population is_ the 
most “compromised age group,” 
the board suspended the program 
with plans to offer it again next 
year, to keep them safe. 

“We’re just too concerned for 





their safety,’ DeBarge said. 

“Some of the seniors have been 
able to fulfill their payment pro- 
gram and get their hours in sim- 
ply due to the early voting for this 
election, but not all have been able 
to, for the reason of COVID,” he 
sald. 

“What we decided to do as the 
board of selectmen, was to delay 
the abatement program and ex- 
tend it into next year, keeping the 
same seniors on the list, rather than 
renew a new list with a different

REGION — The full Office 
of Energy and Environmental 
Affairs updated guidelines were 
released by the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Asso- 
ciation were released late last 
week.

MASCAC cancels winter sports season

has released winter sport guide- 
lines and the state of Massa- 
chusetts recently updated their 
winter sport policies.

REGION — The Massachu- 
setts High School fall season 
wraps up at the end of the week, 
it could be largely seen as a 
massive success aS many teams 
were able to play in athletic con- 
tests for the first time in more 
than six months. 

High school athletics were 
forced to shut down indefinitely 
following the beginning of the 
coronavirus pandemic. For Mas- 
sachusetts, it occurred during 
the semifinals of the state bas- 
ketball tournament and all state 
semifinal winners were consid- 
ered co-champions and the state 
championship games were not 
played. 

Following that, spring sports 
were delayed a few times, be- 
fore sports and school overall, 
were called off for the remainder 
of the 2019-2020 school year, 
leaving spring athletes graduat- 
ing with no final season. 

With the pandemic still on- 
going, but numbers of positive 
tests dropping to nearly 0.8 per- 
cent, high school sports were 
allowed to resume with mod-

breaks among high school sports 
teams. There were some isolated 
cases and games postponed due 
to contact tracing leading to some 
quarantining, but no major sick- 
ness among the teams. 

The season was also made very 
successful by a coordinated effort 
among athletic directors to have 
proper protocols in place and staff 
to help enforce mask-wearing and 
social distancing. Soccer and girls 
volleyball had extra staff used 
to clean and sanitize game balls.

The season unfortunately con- 
cluded without any tournaments 
for the first time in years. This 
would have been the final year for 
state-sanctioned sectional tourna- 
ments.

The 
MIAA officially cancelled the winter tournaments recent- 
ly and the season 1s supposed to end on Feb. 21, 2020. 

Basketball and hockey both involve sustained high 
contact. In the case of basketball, there is also a lot of 
sweating that spreads between players through close 
contact and the basketball itself. During the fall season, 
girls volleyball, the only indoor sport played during the 
season, rotated a new volleyball before each play. That 
may not be feasible in the faster moving game of bas- 
ketball. 

Wrestling will not be allowed to compete in school- 
to-school competition but will be allowed to practice. 
There can be some intrasquad contests among individ- 
ual teams, but no other competitions will be allowed at 
this time. It is unknown if wrestling could take place in 
the bubble season, as football will be the prevalent sport 
during that season and many wrestlers also play foot- 
ball. 

Football is still scheduled to take place in late Feb- 
ruary through mid-April in what 1s being called “Fall 2” 
or a bubble season. Football and cheerleading are both 
supposed to take place in that season. 

With talks of a vaccine now emerging during the past 
week, it is very possible that there could be modifica- 
tions to each sports as the vaccine becomes more widely 
available and individuals are vaccinated for COVID-19. 

The EEA is mandating face coverings for all sports 
with the exception of swimming. Swimming is also sup- 
posed to be able to take place, but with modifications 
made to limit the number of participants in a pool area. 

The PVIAC only allowed home fans at outdoor con- 
tests during the fall with some schools allowing no fans 
at all for various reasons, including the ability to control 
attendance. A few schools allowed one guest per home 
athlete in volleyball, while most did not allow any fans. 
It is unknown whether any fans will be permitted at bas- 
ketball and hockey contests.

mental well-being. These practice and training oppor- 
tunities will not use a year of NCAA Eligibility and 
will be done in compliance with the campus, state, 
federal and NCAA COVID guidance and protocols. 

“The MASCAC Presidents have been continuous- 
ly observing the pandemic and guidelines from lo- 
cal, state, federal and NCAA officials which has led 
us to the decision to cancel winter sports competition 
during the spring semester,’ said Massachusetts Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts President James Birge, Chair of 
the MASCAC Council of Presidents. 

Affiliates will be able to schedule nonconference 
contests at their discretion. 

“We explored countless scenarios to find a safe 
path forward with the evolving recommendations and 
policies from the NCAA and the state for our winter 
sport student-athletes,’ said MASCAC Commissioner 
Angela Baumann. “After consultation with our med- 
ical staff and athletic directors, the MASCAC Presi- 
dents came to the conclusion there is not a way to en- 
sure the safety of our student-athletes and staff with 
off campus winter competition, the risks are far too 
great.”

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Can you really celebrate Thanksgiving safely during COVID-19? 


lop doctors weigh in 


SPRINGFIELD —-— _ Think 
again before you send out those 
Thanksgiving invites this year. 

COVID-19 has so far put a 
damper on many of our nation- 
al holidays including Memorial 
Day, Fourth of July, Labor Day, 
and now Thanksgiving — one of 
the few days of the year when 
families are surrounded by so 
many loved ones and friends un- 
der one roof. 

Health experts — from Dr. 
Anthony Fauci, the nation’s 
leading infectious disease ex- 
pert, to Dr. Mark A. Keroack, 
president and CEO of Baystate 
Health who trained in infectious 
diseases and was on the front 
lines of the AIDS epidemic in 
Boston — are sounding the alarm 
about gathering together for 
Thanksgiving at a time when the 
country is seeing record-setting 
COVID-19 cases sweeping 
the nation. 

The big message from 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) for Thanksgiving is 
to avoid travel, large gath- 
erings, and limiting your 
alcohol intake, which could 
cloud your judgement in 
protecting yourself and oth- 
ers from COVID-19. 

Just about everyone has 
heard the old saying: “Moth- 
er knows best.” Well, in the 
case of Thanksgiving this 
year, it is “Dr. Fauci knows 
best” and noted his holiday 
“is going to look very differ- 
ent this year.” 

“T think given the flu- 

id and dynamic nature of 
what’s going on right now 
in the spread and the uptick 
of infections, I think people 
should be very careful and 
prudent about social gather- 
ing, particularly when mem- 
bers of the family might be 
at a risk because of their age 
or their underlying condi- 
tion. Namely, you may have 
to bite the bullet and sacri- 
fice that social gathering un- 
less you’re pretty certain that 
people that you are dealing 
with are not infected,’ Dr. 
Fauci told Norah O’ Donnell 
in an interview with “CBS 
Evening News.” 

Fauci, 79, whose age puts 
him at high risk for contract- 
ing the virus, noted he would 
love to have his three chil- 
dren home for Thanksgiving. 
However, they live in three 
different states and would 
have to fly home and use 
public transportation. 

“When you're _ talking 
about relatives that are get- 
ting on a plane, being ex- 
posed in an airport, being ex- 
posed in a plane, then walk 
in the door and say ‘Happy 
Thanksgiving’ — that you 
have to be careful about,’ he 
told O’ Donnell. 

Dr. Keroack agrees with 
Dr. Fauci and noted he is 
“mindful that the safest thing 
to do is to have no event or a 
virtual event.” He offers sev- 
en steps to consider “if you 
decide that the party must go 
on:” 

Make a plan how you are 
going to keep everyone safe. 

You and those who will 
be attending the holiday 
feast should avoid as much 
contact with others as pos- 
sible 1-2 weeks before the 
big day. Partying the Sat- 
urday before Thanksgiving 


can put the holiday gathering at 
risk. Consider asking everyone, 
including yourself, to get tested 
beforehand (within a few days 
of the event). 

Consider the amount of vi- 
rus where the event is being 
held (red/yellow/green) and also 
where your guests are coming 
from. 

Think about the location. 
Outside is better than inside, 
but the colder weather has ar- 
rived and it’s not practical to eat 
outdoors now. When inside, big 
rooms should be chosen over 
smaller ones, and consider ven- 
tilating the room by cracking 
a window(s) open. It is well- 
known that improving venti- 
lation significantly lowers the 
amount of time respiratory drop- 
lets stay airborne. 

Think about the people who 
will be attending. How many? 
Fewer is better. Are any at high 


risk such as those who are elder- 
ly, obese, and who have diabetes 
or high blood pressure? Remind 
people with symptoms that they 
should stay home (cough, fever, 
sniffles, etc.). 

Think about the event itself. 
How long will it go (shorter is 
better)? Loud talking or sing- 
ing can spread virus more ef- 
fectively. Food service — don’t 
have a buffet, instead one server 
wearing gloves should plate the 
meals for everyone and fill any 
requests for seconds. 

Looking back at #1 and your 
plan, how do you know you 
will stick to the plan? Think of 
the important role you play as 
the host and protector of your 
guests.....similar to a “designat- 
ed driver.” 

Still another factor to con- 
sider — what about those college 
students coming home for the 
holiday? 


“We know that many col- 
leges and universities have been 
hot spots during the fall semes- 
ter. It 1s entirely possible that 
your son or daughter may bring 
home the coronavirus, many 
unknowingly since younger 
people are more likely to be as- 
ymptomatic or mildly symptom- 
atic,’ said Dr. Armando Paez, 
chief, Infectious Disease Divi- 
sion, Baystate Medical Center. 

“They should be tested upon 
arriving home and quarantine 
until receiving their test results, 
as hard as that may be on every- 
one,” he added. 

A look at the CDC’s recom- 
mendations — in order of risk — 
to celebrate the holiday include: 

Lower Risk: 

e A small dinner with people 
in your household 

e A virtual dinner with family 
and friends
